Tornado Swept Bringing Death To 
Twenty People. 



New Orleans, La., April 5 — Prob- 
ably 20 lives were instantly blotted 
out by the tornado which swept 
across portions of three Gulf states, 
which was distinctly traceable for 
a distance of 300 miles and which 
took about 11 hours in crossing this 
zone. The tornado moved from west 
to cast, crossing the southern extrem- 
ities of Louisaua and Mississippi and 
striking Into Alabama for a short 
distance. The tornado began at 
Alexandria. La., theu struck Jack- 
son, i.i , Bayou Sara, La., and Car- 
son, Miss., and the last heard of it 
was about noon near Selnia, Ala.

Coroner Probing Mystery of 
Floater in Ohio 



nqucst Under Way Today Shows 
That There Was Trouble On 
Stcamlioat Trip. 



SOMEBODY HEARD Wil li SPLASH 



Trouble such as Is likely to occur 
on any excursion, furnishes the 
basic clew for the theory that Frank 
McKay, Jr., was murdered and his 
body thrown into the Ohio river. Sun 
day night, March 17, when he was 
returning from an excursion to Cairo 
The inquest, which was started at 
the city hall yesterday afternoon, ad 
Journed iintl; this morning when offl 
cers of the Dick Fowler were exam 
lned, and Is in progress this after 
noon. 

Friends of young McKay, who were 
with him on the boat, testified that he 
was not drinking much and was or 
derly. Several people testified that 
the mate ejected tomeone from the 
cabin, and witnesses said the man 
ejected was behaving all right while 
the mate had hold of his collar. Some 
stated that they aaw the mate, or 
someone they supposed to be the 
mate, beat and kick a prostrate man, 
and they identified McKay's picture. 
The mate said he and the policeman 
of Metropolis ejected a disorderly 
drunken man from the cabin and 
lapped the fellow for struggling. 
A watchman heard a splash, but 
thought it was a chair being thrown 
Into the river, pne witness heard 
the mate tell Detective Moore of 
striking a fellow, answering to Mc- 
Kay's description, but on being 
shown McKay's picture at the Inquest 
the mate said It was not the likeness 
the man he ejected from the cabin. 
That man, he ha. learned, lives at 
Murray. 

Testimony to the effect that a 
group of excited young fellows, said 
they "would not have It occur for 
anything" as they stood at the wharf 
after the Dick Fowler came in. 
Ejects Man From Cabin. 
This morning Coroner Frank Ba- 
ker had the employes of the D'.ck 
Fowler to testify as to what occurred 
on the boat on Sunday, March 17. 
when the Fowler ran an excursion to 
Cairo. 

Captain Mark Cole was the first 
called and his •te.-tlmony ran as fol- 
lows: He remembered seeing a young 
man about six feet tall, wearing a 
dark gray suit of clothes, being tak- 
en by the mate down the steps to 
the deck. The man had been disor- 
derly In the cabin and the marshal of 
Metropolis and the mate took hlra 
to the deck, where he might bo taken 
care or. us he vat drunk. Captain 
Cole said he was In and about tho 
boat and noticed some drinking on 
the return trip. Not until a week 
after was he informed of any one or 
thing falling overboard by tho roof 
watchman. 

Pete Welden, the mate on the boat, 
was called and testified that a tall 
man raised a disturbance In the 
cabin and kicked against the door, 
and he. With the assistance of tbo 
Metropolis marshal took the fellow 
down the steps to the deck and told 
the watchman to watch him lest he 
fall overboard. After talking to him 
few minutes Welden returned to 
the cabin. As he came down the 
steps he said he slapped the fellow 
with his open hand, because the fel> 
low was struggling to free himseir, 
and when the deck was reached he 
gave the fellow a side kick to make 
him get around. He heard nothing 
of a man being lost then. 

Night Watchman Cunningham was 
next called and his testimony brought 
out that something was thrown or 
pushed Into the river. He was on 
the deck when the tall young man 
was brought down and talked to 
him for some time. He took the man 
back to the deck room aud had him 
ait down. Joppa was reached some 
time about 8 o'clock, but It was not 
until approximately half way between 
Metropolis and Brookport that any- 
thing out of the ordinary happened 
He was -landing on the left side of 
the boat o:i the lower deck when he 
heard a splash and he stepped to the 
edge to ascertain what It was. A 
railing Ave feet high Is at this point 
but he distinctly remembered seeing 
nothing arise as wood or a life pre-

THAW TRIAL. 



Will He Resumed Monday and Plo- 
ceed As Usual. 



New York, April 6.— The trial of 
Harry K. Thaw will proceed Mon.Iay 
morning, when Delphin M. Delmas, 
leading counsel lor the defense, will 
begin his summiug up address to the 
jury. District Attorney Jerome de- 
cided late today not to apply to the 
lppellate division of the supreme 
court for a writ of prohibition or 
mandamus. He reached nis decision, 
>t was said, after consultations with 
eminent counsel. ■ 



Had switch engine, No. 199, been 
moving rapidly over the river front 
incline this morning at 7:45 o'clock, 
a disastrous freight wreck would 
have occurred, though tho nature of 
the wreck probably would not have 
caused loss of lire. The switch engine 
»as well out on the trestle going to- 
ward the freight depot on Campbell 
street when the rront trucks of an 
empty coal car next to the engine, 
broke out, and the body of tho car 
plunged down onto the trestle, bring- 
ing the iong string or empty freight 
cars to a sudden halt. Only the fact 
that the train was moving at a mod- 
erate speed ov.r the trestle prevent- 
ed many of the cars being knocked 
off the track, which is 25 feet high, 
by being telescoped against the 
wrecked car. As It was, the trucks of 
the wrecked car followed the switch 
engine, leaving the car as a buffer 
between the switchmen on the rear 
end or the engine and the oncoming 
cars. The switchmen on the fiat car, 
which the engine pulls around with 
It, were not Jarred by the wrock, ow- 
ing to tht coal car next to the engine 
being the one wrecked and stopping 
the other cars. After picking up some 
or the smaller pieces or the wreck 
the switch engine crew cams into 
the city and notified the wrecking 
crew. Traffic was delayed several 
hours on the Incline by the wreck. 
Rotten timbers in the coal car are 
supposed to have caused the strain 
to pull out the trucks.

FIRST FLOOR CAN BE I SKfl 



PaJucah's greatest need an audito- 
rium adequate in size for public 
meetings conventions, and social 
functions on a large scale, at a rea- 
sonable rent charge, seems likely to 
be realized in an 14ea original with 
Mr. E. G. Boono. Mr. Boone is a 
prominent Odd Fellow aiid has sug- 
gested that the Longfellow school 
building recently purchased as a 
home for the lodge, could be turned 
into such an audltortnm at a mod- 
erate expenditure and supply a need 
long felt In Paducah. Only the lower 
floor of the spacious building would 
be used In carrying out this Idea, and 
It could be accomplished simply by. 
removing the partitions. 

That such an audltorlun is a real 
need In Paducah Is known by tho 
general public, and those persona 
who have had anything to do wlto 
getting up large social functions or 
other entertainments, know especi- 
ally what a convenience a suitably 
arranged auditorium would be. Ia 
the past, whenever it has been neces- 
sary to hold public receptions, po- 
Itlcal conventions, lodge anj church' 
■onferences, and other affairs In- 
cluding a large number of people, It 
has been necessary to secure the use 
of some private hall, or the theater, 
and the former rarely have been 
large enough, while the latter Is too- 
expensive for most purposes. 

This condition was Illustrated In 
the horse show last fall when It was 
found so difficult to And a suitable 
place for the ball and reception: it 
was emphasized when Governor Cum- 
mins and party from Iowa wero here 
and the Elks' graciously offered their 
home: if was necessary to hold tho 
Immigration convention at the the- 
ater; as well as the state farmers' 
Institute. Lodges holding annual 
conventions In the city usually find 
their facilities inadequate: medical 
societies have had to shift for them- 
selves, and other instances are not 
needed, though Innumerable, to prove 
the need or an auditorium. 

The theater is arranged admirably 
for certain affairs, but necessarily so 
that its use is expensive. If the low- 
er floor or the Longfellow bull.liug 
Is turned Into an auditorium, a hard 
wood floor could be laid, at onco af- 
fording a place for social as well as 
political, commercial and sclent Iflo 
assemblies. The fine natural light 
would make the use of artificial 
light in the day time, unnecessary 
and the other expenses of keeping It 
In condition would be similarly 
small. The cost of re-arranglng 
would not be excessive, and It would, 
afford an Immediate source of reve- 
nue to the lodge while meeting an 
urgent need. 

The committee of the Odd Fel- 
lows which has the re-arrangement 
of the building In charge, has not 
decided on the plan to be pursued, 
but turning the lower floor Into an 
auditorium will receive serious con- 
sideration, t'pstalrs, the rooms will 
be made attractive and a public 
reading room also has been suggest- 
ed. In Nashville. Louisville and oth- 
er cities, the lodges regularly make 
a practice of Inciting strangers to 
their public rooms, and have found 
it to be the best advertising tha 
lodge 1 1_ secure.

Phil adelphia, Pa., April 6.— That 
n early times the kiss was really a 
sniff and a liek was the novel state- 
ment made by Prof. Hopkins of Yale 
university today before the American 
Oriental society now in session in 
this city. 

The title of this iconoclastic — to 
springtime lovers, at least- -address 
was "The Sniff Kiss," and proved to 
be an Inutsrcmfwy shrdlu wfnihyp 
be an Instructive disquisition on the 
progress of osculation In ancient In- 
dia, from the time when the affec- 
tionate sniff at the beloved object of 
the caressing lick sufficed to express 
affection, down to the later period, 
when nothing but a full blown kiss 
would serve the turn of frlonds or 
lovors. Prof. Hopkins quoted copious 
citations from Vedas and from later 
amatory, Sanscrit literature to prove 
the evolution of the kiss. 

Sniff Kiss Still In Vogue. 

"Osculation proper," aald Prof. 
Hopkins, "was preceded by a sniff 
and a lick stage, although after kiss- 
es became common the sniffs grew 
correspondingly rare." He pointed 
out, however, t'nat In certain tribes 
along the northeastern frontier of 
Indja the old sniff kiss was still In 
vogue. "There was apparently a state 
of society In ancient India," said 
Prof. Hopkins, "In which kissing In 
the modern way was unknown. In 
the old Vedas we "nave no word cor- 
responding to our kiss. Words for a 
corresponding display of affection 
mean, variously, touch, smell, sniff 
as a cow does a calf. The fond father 
is enjoined on returning from a Jour 
ney to sniff affectionately three times

at the head of his child. In the late 
Vedas men have learned to kiss. Lov 
ers are Instructed to put mouth to 
month. In the books treating of love- 
making from a scientific standpoint 
we hear nothing about sniffing." 
Cow and Calf Point Way. 
Prof. Hopkins also referred to the 
lick kiss as another form of caress 
seemingly founded upon observation 
of the practices of .-.nlmals. He Il- 
lustrated with many learned philo- 
logical observations from Sanskrit, 
Greek, and Latin ancient lore of kiss- 
ing, declaring that he hoped his pa- 
per might serve as a contribution to 
the history of that Interesting sub- 
ject. He scouted the theory that the 
kiss proper might have teen known 
among th ancient Hindoos, but ne- 
glected for the sniffing and licking 
process, declares that there was no 
probability that any people once 
knowing the Joys of osculation would 
put up with any Inferior substitute. 

"Kissing," said Prof. Hopkins, Is 
frequently mentioned in later Vedas, 
where words used leave no doubt 
that it refers to osculation of ac- 
cepted kind. Kissing Is mentioned as 
frequently as biting and scratching. 
The sniff and lick stage is over, and 
In later classical literature there la 
plenty of kissing and little sniffing. 

"Although the superior nrtvantago 
of a kl.«s as a means of expressing 
ardent affection has caused it to en- 
tirely supplant the cow and calf 
method of an earlier time among the 
populations of ancient India, moro 
primitive methods still survive not 
only lu parts of InJIa, but among 
the various tribes of Africa. 

Great StulT I or I'lillologlsts. 
"The sniff and lick style of oscula 
tlon seems to have grown Into dlsfa 
vor as aociety emerged from Its pa 
trlarchlal stage as a means of ex- 
pressing affection between the sexes. 
Old sniff-kiss was peculiarly the do- 
mestic kiss of father and child. Lov- 
ers found it precise and formal and 
promptly abandoned It, relegating 
the sniff to the placid family rela- 
tions and employing the more sat- 
sfactory contact of mouth to mouth 
as a more suitable vehicle of their 
affectionate ardor. 

•"The kiss, once made the vehicle 
of affections between the sexes, ha» 
never lost the favor which it attained, 
and the sniff was relegated to barba- 
rous tribes and African savages and 
Is now in the same category as Malay 
nose rubblug or any other barbarous 
method of displaying affection."

Mr. Saunders Fowler Leads Minds to Study Nature in Vega- 
table Kingdom Speech Delivered by Him at Open Meeting 
Under Auspices of Civics Department 



The following interesting address 
was delivered by Mr. Saunders Fow- 
ler at the open, meeting of the Clvic's 
department of the Woman's club: 

'•To the student of nature the 
study of flowers offers unlimited op- 
portunities for Investigation and re- 
search. In It we see the exemplifica- 
tion of human life from the first 
forms of life to the completion there- 
of. Flower* are living thingB. They 
ure living In ]ust the same sense that 
you and I are. They are born and 
have origin the same as we do. They 
have a father and mother. They 
likewise live by eating. They tiave 
month* ond somachs which devour, 
digest and assimilate the food sup- 
plied to them. These nroutlhs and 
stomachs exist In the shape of leaves. 
They also drink and take moisture 
with their roots. Flowers also marry 
and rear families In a general sense. 
They have two distinct sexes, male 
and. female, or staminate and plstl- 
late, sometimes separated! on differ- 
ent plants, but more orten united cm 
the same stem, or even combined In 
the same flower. The beautiful blos- 
soms we call flowers are but the re- 
productive parts of plants. In their 
lovemaklng, they are sometimes com- 
peted to depend upon outsldc-agen- 
clea to carry their sweet messages, 
and oall upon the birds, the t>ees and 
butterflies to help them, and In their 
efforts to "suck the honej* of their 
music vowa" they carry the fertlllr 
ing powder called pollen, from one 
flower to another, and thus by cross 
fertilization they reproduce them- 
selves. They produce their offsprings 
and then cast them off after birth to 
hustle for themselves. This Is es- 
pecially true of the berries and fruits, 
which are but the fruition, the pro- 
duct of the whole, and. where a berry 
might be raised In Florida today, Its 
offspring, may be shipped to Michi- 
gan and there replanted to grow 
again and multiply. 

"(rod In Ills Infinite wisdom saw 
fit to make a difference among the 
flowers just as He did among Hils 
children. DW It ever occur to you 
why the most brilliant and attractive 
flowers were not as fragrant as the 
let* brilliant? The poppy the holly- 
hock, the gardenia and the dahlia 
for example. Whereas the tube rose, 
the Jasmine and Illy, although not so 
brilliant in coloring itossess a sweet- 
ness and frafranee indescribable? 
The cause Is this— flowers which pol- 
len Ise themselves by the means of 
Mn- winds are not dependent upon 
outside means for reproduction, but 
the more brilliant ones must be mare 
attruc^sfe In order to draw tho at- 
tention of the birds and bees and 
butterflies. What they lack In sweet- 
ness Is made up .In beauty. Flowers 
that bloom by night are generally 
white and Very fragrant. This Is for 
the same reason, for If they were red 
or lavender, they could not be seen 
at night. 

'•Then flowers die. After their 
mission here has been accomplished, 
after their usefulness Is over, they 
return — earth to earth, ashes toe 
ashes and dust to dust. Thus in the 
flower kingdom we are taught that 
beautiful lesson — 'that it Is not al'. 
of life to Itve.' Shakespeare, the 
■sig|ar Interpreter of human nature 
has beautifully compared life to * 
flower thns: 

•This is the state of man. Today he 

.puts forth the 
•Tender leaves of "hope. Tomorrow 

blossoms and 
'Bears his .blushing honors thick upon 

him. 

/ 'The third day comes a frost, a kill- 
ing frost.

"The flower kingdom Is also older 
than the animal kingdom, for were 



the tulips, the fragrant hyacinths we 
enjoy today, have evolved. It is but 
the survival of the Attest. 

"Flowers are the sun.lt smiles of 
God because their colors have been 
stolen from the rainbow of promise. 

"Even before the dawn of civilisa- 
tion the Egyptians worshiped the 
Lotus flower as the emblem of the 
creation of the world from water, 
Homer In his Illlad tells us of the 
seductive Influence of the Ix>tus flow- 
ers upon the soldiers of Ulysses, 
causing them to forget home family 
and country, and asking that they 
might remain forever on the Island 
of the Ijotus eaters. 

"The Persian lover communicated 
with his sweetheart confined In the 
harem, hy the means of flowers, and 
to an Egyptian slave the language or 
the flowers would be unintelligible. 
Today among the civlllied nations of 
Euroix> certain Mowers touve a com- 
mon significance. The Hose for love 
and beauty; the Lily for purity; the 
Violet of modesty; the Daisy of In- 
nocence; Rosemary for remem- 
berance; the Amaranth for Immor- 
tality; the Asphodel of death and the 
unseen world; the Pansy of thought; 
the Hyacinth of sorrow; Narcissus 
tor eeir-ad miration, and the Poppy 
for oblivion. The Laurel has long 
been accepted as the emblem for 
glory and the Oak for patriotism. 

Historical aud national associa- 
tions cluster around certain flowers. 
The violet was the flower of Athens. 
The red and white rosea of tihe 
houses of Lancaster and York gave 
name to a great civil war In England. 
'The War of the Hoses.' The rose of 
England — the thistle of Scotland — 
Shamrock of Ireland — Che Flour-de- 
li.-, ./i France— all have a significance, 
but here in the United Si.it. s we 
have the Golden Rod, which is a very 
poor national flower In my opinion. 

"The history of flowere Is lnter- 
»x>ven with legend and lyric. The 
flower world is so full of beauty. — 
whether It be In the spring-time when 
liny are waking up from their win 
ter slumbers, or in the autumn 
when they are closing their bright 
eyes in sleep, they afford a range of 
Study almost Incomprehensible. The 
growing of flowers is within reach of 
us all. then why not cultivate it and 
nourish a taste for the beautiful? Are 
we not taught by divine injunction 
to 'consider the lilies of the field?' 
Even the lilies and other flowers can 
(each us a lesson of truth. • 

"The Romans represented their 
goddess Flora as a beautiful female, 
with a wreath of flowers on her head. 
Her temple at Rome was situated 
near the Circus Maxlmus and her fest- 
ival was held each year from April 
2bth, to May let. It was the delight 
and ambition of all Romans to own 
a villa surrounded by vines and flow- 
ers, olive groves and citron trees. 
Horace and Virgil abound In odes 
addressed to their patron saints con- 
nected with flowers and agriculture. 

"In the Greek mythology we And 
the beautiful legend as to why the 
flowers bloom In the summertime and 
not In the wintertime. Listen and I 
wiil tell It to you. The poet Ovid 
tells us that Proserpine, the beauti- 
ful daughter of Circes, was stolen 
by Pluto and carried by him off to 
the infernal regions. Ceres, her 
mother, consulted the Fates who 
ruled over the destinies of men and 
they promised that Proserpine should 
be restored to her mother six months 
out of each year. Ceres was so ham»y 
at having her daughter with her 
that she caused all the earth to be 
decked with flowers, and the crops of 
corn and wheat to grow. Proserpine 
Is the Joy and beauty of earth, which 
when she leavts, goes hack to win- 
ter, for Ceres was again unhappy 
this is why we have summer and 
winter, and why the flowers bloom 
only In the summertime. 

"We also get from the Greek myth- 
ology the beautiful story of how the 
ts name.

'The legends among the flowers is 
not confined alone to the anclenu, 
but can be also found among the peo- 
ple of England and Scotland. There 
is a little white flower called by the 
Scots 'Pixies,' which bloomed at 
night when the fogs rose up in the 
moorlands, and these take their 
name from the little fairies who 
were wont to hold high carnival at 
night-time, and and belated traveler 
caught wandering through the woods 
was carried off by the Httle fellows 
to their dens under the Pixley blooms. 
In (he moonlight they danced on top 
of the toad stools and rang the flow- 
er shaped bells of the Foxglove to 
make music, which could be distinct- 
ly heard by tho people at their homes. 
And if a rain came up, the little boy 
fairies escorted to their homes their 
sweethearts carrying over them a 
toad stool, which resembled an um- 
brella. 

Flowers are also raised for com- 
mercial purposes. In Hlndoostan 
rosea are grown In greater profusion 
than anywhere In the world. Whole 
fields are cultivated for the purpose 
of making Atta of Roses, and to 
make ona half ounce of this extract 
It requires two hundred thousand 
rose blooms. From the deadly night 
shade the ahem 1st extracts Atropine, 
one of the deadliest poisons known, 
and one used so much in connection 
with morphine.

"Flowers also have expression of 
counteuance as much ae men or an- 
imals. Some nan to smile; some have 
a sad expression; some are passive 
and indifferent; others are again 
lin, houest aud upright, like the 
sunflower aud the hollyhock. They 
also have dispositions and some have 
to be handled with care lest you 
wound them, while others are Inde- 
pendent and courageous and grow 
without much kindness shown them. 

"Flowers have also been the sub- 
ject for many a poet and lyric writer. 
Chauscer, Coleridge. Longfellow, 
Whlttler. Moore, Keats and even By- 
ron paid reverence to their beauty In 
many a sonnet, and the Oard of Avon 
makes use of them in almost every 
one of his plays. 

''We should cultivate flowers, for 
they bring us closer In touch wdth 
nature than any cMier of her chil- 
dren. Their colors resemble the rain- 
bow and their fragrance reminds us 
of the Influence of good deeds. With 
a Httle kindness shown them, a cup 
of cold weather now and then, a help- 
ing hand after the storm Is over, a 
smile of encouragement freely given, 
and lo — the de*ert Is made to bloom 
ami blossom as the rose. How Hke 
unto human nature this Is. And 
then when winter with Us chilling 



b'.aBts comes round, if you will throw 
your strong arm of protection around 
it, will M not reward you with its 
smiles, and us blossoms are Its 
smiles. So It Is iwlth you, and I can 
not help believing that flowers were 
sent here on earth to beautify and 
adorn It for the use and happiness of 
It* inhabitants.

PIE AND THE PRESIDENCY. 



Presidential candidates on the Re- 
publican side cannot fail to note the 
eagerness with which the Boston 
Transcript and other New England 
Journals seize upon the fact that the 
Hon. George B. Cortelyou is a regu- 
lar and discriminating consumer of 
pie at luncheon. Since tho publica- 
tion of details concerning the lead- 
ing factors In Mr. Cortelyou's mid- 
day repast, the press of New Eng- 
land has been teeming with com- 
ment upon the psychological and po- 
litical' questions Involved. Some of 
the Yankee papers Insinuate that 
the publication of the Cortelyou 
luncheon monu meant the launching 
of the Cortelyou presidential boom, 
while others think the revelation of 
Mr. Cortelyou's pie-oating proclivi- 
ties makes him, Ipso facto and par 
excellence, the New England candi- 
date. From either point of view 
tho pie discovery assumes political 
importance. 

"There may be much In this ap- 
parently simple fact," observes the 
Boston Transcript, with typical con- 
servatism. Much? Decidedly much, 
when the troth is grasped that It ts 
mince pie that attracts the secretary 
or the treasury. From an "apparent- 
ly simple fact" the discovery as- 
sumes aspcels extremely complicat- 
ed, obscure and potential. The Bos- 
ton paper does not fall to note that 
Mr. Cortelyou was a New Enslander 
In the most pestle period of his 
life, whore he absorbed not only pie 
Kself, but the history and Influence 
of pie In character molding and na- 
tion building. The clam pie or Mar- 
blehead. that great breakfast fsod 
that has made Its survivors Inde- 
structible In war and obstreperous In 
peace, is no stranger to George B. 
Cortelyou. Nor is he unacquainted 
with the pumpkin pic that sustain- 
ed the Green mountain boys in many 
a scrimmage. He knows and admires 
the voluptuous custard and the cran 
berry that coquettes nnder Its criss- 
cross mask. He has prosecnted nin- 
ny an investigation or the far-seem- 
lng but explosive huckleberry, and 
the apple, cherry, peach and prune 
have not prevailed against him. 

But with the access of wider ex- 
perience and augmented confidence, 
Mr. Cortelyou finds his chief delight 
In tho pie or pies, the protean, sub- 
tle en* mysterious mine*. In It he 



finds food for thought. Intimations 
vague but lnspirlug. manifold mem- 
ories and mysteries which baffle 
while they stimulate his keen and 
analytical assault. Mince pie is the 
food of mature man. It Is the cosmo- 
polls of pie, yielding treasures to 
the true lover of research, hut com- 
pletely bewildering the untutored. 

George B. Cortelyou's devotion to 
mince pie may make him the choice 
of New England for president, but It 
is unjust to insinuate that he Is try- 
ing to reach the white house by the 
mince pie route. Minre pie has help- 
ed to make him what he Is. He Is 
not the man to turn his back upon 
his friends nor to use them as lad- 
ders. If the discovery of his long 
association with mince pie brings 
him political honor. It will be mere- 
ly another piece of good fortuno in a 
singularly rortunate career. He has 
not advertised his intimacy with 
mince pie; but. on the other hand, 
now that the truth is known, he 
will not desert the Dlend or hla 
youth and the prop or his maturity. 
H he goes to tho white house, mince 
pie will be honored there.— Wash- 
ington Post.

The Vobylst Is generally pictured as 
a man who buys expensive food for 
legislators, and takes his. profits in 
Illicit legislation. And that Is what 
the typical lobbyist Is. The late 
Nathaniel McKay was such. He ap- 
pealed to members of the House and 
Senate through their gastronomic 
systems, and grew rich on "claims." 
To "Nat." as he was always called, 
the origin of a claim was not im- 
portant. It might in toe beginning 
have been a Just claim, or It might 
not; the essential thing about it was 
the fact that It was several genera- 
tions old, and the legitimate bene- 
ficiaries dead. Such a claim Is good 
for fifty per cent, for the lobbyist 
who gets It through. Where the 
other fifty goes may be left to the 
Imagination. 

But "Nat" furnUhed bed as well 
as board. As the crowning feature 
of his long and successful career as 
an Influencer of legislation, he built* 
a small hotel, the Dewey, In which J 
suites were furnished for a number 
of his more favored congressmen. On 
these suites he spent his money and 
his taste, with the result that the 
furniture was hand-painted and em- 
bellished with photographic portraits 
of his guests. From the back of a 
chair, for example, the Intelligent, 
countenance of the venerable Charles 
II. Grosvenor looks out, a subtle tri- 
bute to the Ohio solon's wisdom In 
matters legislative. Anothor ,eulte 
was thus consecrated to the right 
honorable George W. Eteel, of War- 
ton, Indiana, (now politically de-' 
funct): another to the honorable 
Julius Caesar Barrows, Senator for 
Michigan: and other members high 
In the people's trust and the affections 
of the winning "Nat." were similar- 
ly honored. "Nat" himself Is gone; 
but the contest over his estate «ur- 
vlves, as do the portraits on the fur- 
niture, aud some of those portrayed. 

And the memory survives - of 
"Nat's" dinners. One In" -particular 
will go down In history as""Th*e "ban- 
quet of the tablecloth." At this re- 
past, where all things were In pro- 
portion the damask on which the 
wine and food were spread, cost, as 
"Nat" informed his guest, $2,500. At 
the plate of each guest — all chosen 
from the "Congressional Directory" 
— was embroidered the coat-of-arms 
of the guest's native State. At the 
end of the feast a pair of shears was 
passed, and the guest . scissored his 
section of the cloth as a souvenir of 
the occasion. — 8uccess.
